Gable constitutional limitations; 
but the Fifth Amendment tm- 
poses in this respect no greater 
limitation upon the national 
power than does the Fourteenth 
Amendment upon state power. 

“If the nature and condition of 
a restriction upon the use or dis- 
position of property is such that 
a state could, under the police 
power, impose consistently 
‘with the Fourteenth Amendment 
without making compensation, 
then the United States may for a 
permitted purpose impose a like 
restriction consistently with the 
Fifth Amendment without mak- 
ing compensation; for prohibi- 
tion of the liquog traffic is con- 
ceded to be an appropriate 
means of increasing our war ef- 
ficiency. 

War Prohibition Act. 

“There was no appropriation 
of the liquor for public purposes. 
The war time prohibition act 
fixed a period of seven months 
and nine days from its passage 
during which liquors could be 
disposed of free from any _ re- 
striction Imposed by the Federal 
Government. Thereafter unti) the 
end of the war and the terminae 
tion of demobilization, it permits 
an unrestricted sale for export 
and, within the United States, 
gales for other than beverage 
purposes. 

“The uncompensated restric- 
tion upon the _ disposition of 
liquors imposed by this act is of 
@ nature far less severe than the 
restrictions upon the use of 
property acquired before the en- 
actment of the prohibitory which 
were held to be permissible in 
cases arising under the four- 
teenth amendment. The question 
whether an absolute prohibition 
of sale could be applied by a 
state of liquor acquired before 
the enactment of the prohibitory 
law has been raised by this 
court but not answered because 
unnecessary to a decision. Rut 
no reason appears why a state 
Statute, which postpones its ef- 
fective date long enough to en- 
able those engaged in the busi- 
_ hess to dispose of stocks on hand 
at the date of its enactment, 
should be obnoxious to the four- 
teenth amendment; or why such 
a Federal law should be obnox- 
fous to the fifth amendment. 


“We cannot say that seven 
Months and nine days was not a 
reasonable time within which to 
dispose of all liquors in bonded 
warehouse on Novy. 21, 1918. The 
amount then in storage was ma- 
terially less than was usually 
carried, because no such liquor 
could be lawfully made in 
America under the Lever food 
and fyel act after Sept. 9, 1917. 
And if, as is suggested, the 
liquors remaining in bond Nov. 
21, 1918, tere not yet suffi- 
clently ripened or aged to per- 
mit them to be advantageously 
disposed of within the limited 
period of seven months and nine 
days thereafter, resulting in in- 
convenience to the owner, at- 
tributable to the inherent qual- 
ities of the property itself, can- 
not be regarded as a taking of 
property in the constitutional 
sense. \ 

Passing of War Emergency. 

“Did the act become void by 
the passing of the war emer- 


poration, the supply of grain and 
wheat flour; that though the 
United States Sugar Equaliza- 
tion Board Inc., he still regu- 
lates the price of sugar; that in 
his message to Congress on Dec. 
2, 1919, he urgently recommend- 
ed the further extension of six 
months of the powers of the 
food administration: that as 
Commandér in Chief he. still 
keeps a part of the army in en- 
emy occupied territory and an- 
other part in Siberia: and that 
he had refrained from issuing 
the proclamation declaring the 
termination of demobilization 
for which this act provides. 
Can't Inquire Into Motives. 
“No principle of our constitu- 
tiona! law is more firmly estab- 
lished than that this court may 
not, in passing upon the valid- 
ity of a statute. inquire into the 
motives of Congress. Nor may 
the court inquire into the is- 
dom of the legr's'ation, nor may 
it pass upon the necessity for 
the exercise of a power pos- 
sessed, since the possible abuse 
of a power is not an argument 
against its existence 
“Conceding, for the purpose 
of the present, that the question 
of the continued validity of the 
war prohibition act under the 
changed circumstances depends 
upon whether it appears that 
there is no longer any necessity 
for the prohibition of the sale 
of distilled spirits for beverage 
purposes. it remains to be said 
that on obvious grounds every 
reasonable intendment must be 
made in favor of its continuing 
validity, the prescribed period 
of limitation not having arrived; 
that to Congress, in the exercise 
of ite powers, not least the war 
power upon which the very life 
of the nation depends, a wide 
latitude of discretion must be 
accorded; and that it would re- 
quire a clear case to justify a 
court in declaring that such an 
act, passed for such a purpose, 
had ceased to have force be- 
cause the power of Congress no 
longer»continued. In _ view of 
facts of public knowledge, some 
of which have been referred to, 
we are unable to conclude that 
the act has ceased to be valid. 
As to a Year of Grace. 
“Was the act repealed by the 
adoption of the Eighteenth 
Amendment? By the express 
terms of the amendment the 
prohibition thereby imposed he- 
comes effective after one vear 
from its ratification. Ratifica- 
tion was proclaimed on Jan. 29, 
1919. The contention is that, as 
the amendment became on its 
adoptior an integral part of the 
Constitution, its implications are 
as binding as its language; 
that in postponing the effective 
date of the prohibition, the 
amendment impliedly gua-an- 
teed to manufacturers and deal- 
ers in intoxicating liquors a 
year of grace, and that not only 
was Congress prohibited thereby 
from enacting meanwhile new 
prohibitory legislation, but also 
that the then existing restric- 
tion imposed by the wartime 
prohibition act was removed. 
“The Eighteenth Amendment, 
with its implications, if any, is 
binding not only in times of 
peace, butin war. * * * Fur- 


generally, when the actual war | 
emergencies ceased by reason of 
our complete victory and the 
disarmament of the enemy cou- 
pled with the-demobilization of 
our army and the closing of war 
activities; or when the declared 
purpose of the act of conserving 
the man power of the nation and 
to increase efficiency in the pro- 
duction of arms, munitions, 
ships, food and clothing for the 
army and navy shall have been 
fully satisfied. * 

“But there is nothing’ in the | 
words used to justify such a 
construction. ‘Conclusion of the 
war’ clearly did not mean cessa- 
tion of hostilities because the 
act was approved 10 days after 
hostilities had ceased upon the 
signing of the armistice. 

Question of Demobilization. 

“Nor may we assume that 
Congress intended by the phrase 
to designate the date when the 
treaty of peace should be signed 
at Versailles or elsewhere by 
German and American repre- 
sentatives, since by the Consti- 
‘tution a treaty is only a proposal 
until] approved by the Senate. 

It was expected that the ‘conclu- | 
sion of the war’ would precede 
the termination.of demobiliza- 
tion. Congress, therefore, pro- 


vided that the time when the act ;coln 


ceased to be operative should be 
fixed by the President's ascer- | 
taining and proclaiming the date 
when demobilization had _ ter- 
minated. 

“It is insisted that he has done 
so. The contention does violence 
to both the language and the 
evident purpose of the provision.

TO ST. LOUIS FOR ASSISTANCE 


Asks for Loan to Buy Food and Coal 
—Telegram Turned Over to War 
Relief Bazar.

aid the suffering inhabitants of Vicn- 


na. Austria, was received by telc- 


‘graph today by Mayor Kiel from .Ja- 


cob Reumann, Mayor of Vienna. 

It will be forwarded to Frederick 
A. Widmann, president of the St. 
Louis War Relief Bazar, an organiza- 
tion formed before the United States 
entered the war to aid sufferers i: 
the Central Powers. The text of the 
Vienna Mayor's appeal follows: 

“In this hour of our great distress 
the Mayor of Vienna appeals to you 
and your people for immediate help. 
This city, of 2,000,000, is on the eve 
of starvation and death from hs 
cold. Now, after Austria has signe 
the peace treaty, the terrible suffer 
ing has still increased. The inland 


crops are eaten up. Therefore, hands | 


are idle and factorig at a standstill 
Simultaneously, Austrian money has 
lost all purchasing power. The bread 
and flour rations have had to be re 
duced again and the meat rations of

I am convinced, dear Governor- 
General, that the Cure Tagnon has 
not made the damning accusation 
against the German army which 
the chaplain has put into his 
mouth. But it is not my intention 
to lay stress On the accusation 
itself. 

It is the behavior of the chap- 
lain that I find odious. A con- 
versation held in the anteroom by 
two brother priests cannot be 
the subject for a summons to 
court. The aforethought behavior 
of the accuser who tries to im- 
pose on the good faith of his 
brother priest, atfrily accepts a 
cigar which he smokes in his com- 
pany, enjoys the hospitality of his 
table, in order to extort from him 
n confidence with which to trump 
uD a case against him—this pre- 
nieditation aggravates the gullt of 
the accuser and the odious char- 
acter of his accusation. 

The military tribunal of Arion 
must have been badly fmformed of 
the case to have accepted such an 
accusation and not to have pro- 
ceeded against the accuser, rather 
than the accused.

In no line 
of activity was the war more vividly reflected 
than in the phonograph business. Mr. Needle 
has been employed in a retail phonograph and 
record shop since early in 1914, and he writes 
of his experiences with four full years from 
which to select. What he relates is not hearsay 
but first-hand stuff, every line of it. Read his 
account of a battle with a stubborn German 
who insisted ,upon buying a record of “Die 
Wacht am Rhine.” Read his thrilling encounter 
with a deaf man who did not rise when Mr. 
Needle put on a record of “The Star-Spangled 
Banner.” The two were absolutely alone in the 
store at the time. These give but a fleeting sug- 
gestion of the vigorous, virile contents of the 
book. Mr. Needle’s other experiences are on a 
par with them, but surpassing all in power to 
thrill is the story of his combat with a Kultur- 
crazed Prussian who sang “God Save the 
Kaiser’’ when Mr. Needle was playing “Amer- 
ica’’ for a customer. The pair fought across the 
counter with artificial palm leaves. “With Disk 
and Cabinet” is now in Its fourth edition. the 
publishers having decided to begin with the 
fourth.—H. H. in New York Evening Post.
